Though Eugene Kelly has a good job 
and $3400 in bank, he is a vagrant, ac- 
cording to the ruling of Judge Wilson 
A. Taylor in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection Tuesday. 

His sentence is that he must serve six 
months in the Workhouse. but he will 
escape the penalty if he will pay to his 
wife $200 in cash in the presence of 
Judge Taylor, next Saturday. 

Kelly’s home jis at 2111 Clark avenue 
and he is a night watchman for the 
United Railways Ca. 

The law under which iie was convicted 
of vagrancy is a statute which says that 
if a man will not support his family he 
is a vagrant, even though he may be 
a bank president with a million dollars 
worth of property and gilt-edged securi- 
ty. 

Kelly’s wife, Mary, and her two little 
children were in the courtroom. 

“Fle won't support us,” said Mrs. 
iKelly on the witness stand. Her lip 
quivered as she told how she had plead- 
ed with her husband to give her money

“But he won't give us any,’’ she said 
piaintively. ‘“‘What he spends is all 
for himself, and he puts most of the 
iInoney in the bank.”’

Dr. W. S. Woods, president of the 
bank, wants*to reopen it, and has a plan 
for increasing the capital stock to $2,- 
(0,000, of which he pledges himself to 
subscribe $500,000. The Kansas City 
stockholderes, in case this plan is not 
ratfied, want to make Dr. Woods a co- 
receiver with James T. Bradley, and 
this, the dispatches say, is opposed by 
the St. Louis financiers interested. 

The conference to decide what shall 
be done is being held in Washington, 
the dispatches say.

Baths by the Thousand. 
There are 52,593 private baths in the 


64,061 homes. It is explained that there 
are many places to bathe in St. Louis, 
if one feels so disposed, of which the 
Water Department knows nothing about 
officially. There are 172 public bathing 
places—that is, places where the public 
may bathe—not including the hotels, 
clubs and Mississippi River. 

The number would be increased con- 
siderably if Mr. Flynn.could tell us 
about the places where water consump- 
tion is registered by meters. 

Mansions Wtihout Meters. . 

Mn Flynn’s statistics show that there 
are only 1105 residences of from 11 to 12 
rooms in which water is supplied at 
flat rates. Without any disposition te 
pun on sv serious a subject, the 53,385 
hats are on flat rates also. There are 
30 residences of 20 rooms which have no 
meters. 

The 217,195 rooms in which a big part 
of the city’s population makes its home 
include ‘the furnished, unfurnished and 
apartment vaireties. They do not in- 
clude the hotels and clubs, which would, 
of course, bring the total far in excess 
of the number shown in the depart- 
ment’s table. 

Cows Drink by Meter. 

Horses, mules and cows which drink 
2 great deal of water, but make ‘no 
record of the amount on meters, total 
14,863. Horses and mules are thé more 
numerous—10,940, as compared ‘Yo the 3923 
cows which make their homes in St. 


Louis. 


There are a great many cow residents 
which cannot get into the Flynn di- 
rectory: because they do their drinking 
by meter. 

The collections from water (they de 
not include any income from watered 
stock except the horses, mules and 
‘ows previously referred to) for six 
months are $941,365.90. This would make 
che water income from all sources $1,882,- 
731,80 @ year. 

Mr. Flynn's statistics were obtained 
by a force of clerks which spent six 
months gathering them. His figures in- 
‘ude every house, hotel, tenement and 


j lodging in which water is consumed, 


and are thought to represent every- 
one in the city.

Senate Adopts Resolution Calling on 
President for Statistics of 


German Imports. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The opening 
gun of the high-tariff men in their fight 
on the President was fired in the Sen- 
ate today by Senator Gallinger.

“Resolved, That the President ts here- 
by requested, if not incompatible with 
the public interest, to communicate to 
the Senate at the earliest practicable 
fate all information now in his posaes- 
sion relating to the declared exports 
from Germany to the United States, as 
shown by the invoice digest of Amer.can 
consuls for the months of July, August

GOLDFIELD, Nev., Dec. 10.—Col. Al- 
fred Reynolds, in command of troops 
sent here on request of the mine own- 
ers and the State authorities, today re- 
fused to grant the demands of in- 
dividual mine owners that he send sol- 
diers to their mines Thursday morning 
to guard them for the reopening. 

Col. Reynolds took the position that 
it would be impossible for him to send 
troops unless actual violence is done. 
Private guards around the mines will 
be increased. -

dozen miners have asked for the cards 
that will entitle them to work.

“The evidence will show,’’ Newton as- 
serted, “that the defendant employed 
about 30 negroes as his lieutenants in the 
New York policy game,’”’ and that they 
sold tickets in different rooms and sheds, 
usually at the rear of houses. The evi- 
dence will show that they reported at 
roon daily to Enyara, ana turned over 
to him the proceeds, in nickels and 
dimes, from the tickets. 

Police Ratds Were Feared. 
“Tt will be shown that these vendors 
had regulation policy sheets, of which 
they kept duplicate carbon copies, turn- 
ing: over the originals to Enyart as a 
record of their sales, and that he made 
the éGrawings from these original sheets. 
It will be shown that the meeting places 
varied through fear of raids by the po- 
lice, Enyart often meeting his men 
under the Twelfth street bridge, but 
sometimes meeting them on street cor- 
ners, even in the business districts. 
“The number of the policy ran from 
1 to 78, and each ticket sold for 5 cents. 
It will be shown that each vendor usual- 
Ix’ took in from $2 to $20 a day, which, 
allowing an average of $10 a day to 
each of the twenty or thirty vendors, 
prought to Enyart an income of $200 to 
$500 a day, out of which he paid his ven- 
dors and the smail prizes.

TRAIN DERAILED AT SWITCH; 
FIREMAN CRUSHED TO DEATH 


Freight Gets on Wrong Track Near 
Alton—aAccident Probably: 


Prevents Collision. 

Fireman Richard Peek was killed 
when a C., B. & Q. freight train, run- 
ning 30 miles an houy, struck a de- 
railing switch and was thrown from 
the track at Wanda, Ill., two miles 
south of East Alton at 5 a. m.

Representatives of the Typographical 
Union in St. Louis have taken up with 
Million Population Club the mat- 
ter of printing the last issue of the Bell 


Telephone directory by a Chicago house. 
A committee consisting of Colin M. 
Selph and Otto F. Karbe was appointed 
to draft a resolution requesting the Bell 
Telephone Co. to have its directory 
printed in St. Louis by union printers. 

The printing of the telephone directory 

one of the biggest jobs in St. Louis. 
and costs, for each issue, in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000. St. Louis printers 
regard the loss of such a contract as a 
serious blow to their business. The book 
was printed by R. H. Donnelly & Son 
of Chicago. 

General Manager Durant of the Bell 
l'elephone Co. told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he let the contract to the 
National Telephone Directory Co., Fris- 
co Building, its bid being lower than 
that submitted by any other printing 
cuncern. 

“IT understood at the time the contract 
was let to the National Telephone Dt- 
rectory Co. that the Woodward & Titr- 
nan Printing Co. of St. Louis, was in- 
terested in it. I submitted our specifi- 
cations to all the big printing houses in 
St. Louis, and when the National Tele- 
phone Directory Co. submitted the low- 
est bid, I let it have the contract, sup- 
posing that Woodward & Tiernan, who 
iad printed our books until last May, 
was really the bidder. As to how the 
contract went to Chicago, that is a dif- 
ferent story, of which I am in no posi- 
tion to speak.’’ 

A. Von Hoffmann, general manager of 
the National Telephone Directory Co., 
said that he let the contract to the Don- 
nelly company because its bid was 18 
per cent lower than that of any St. 
Louis house- 

“T came here a year ago,”’ sain Von 
Hoffmann, ‘‘to go into the telephone 4di- 
rectory publishing business. I expected 
that the Woodward & Tiernan Printing 
Co. would be a stockholder in the Na- 
tional Directory Co. when I made my 
bid, based upon Woodward & Tiernan’s 
figures. Subsequently the local com- 
pany decided it did not care to join me 
in the enterprise, and I then asked for 
bids. I notified local printers that*if 
their bids were not more than 10 per 
cent higher than outside bids I would 
give them the contract. When the bids 
came in I found that Donnelly’s was 18 
per cent lower than any bid here, and I 
had to award the contract to that house, 
although it is a competitor of mine in 
the directory publishing business.”’ 

Edgar B. Woodward, president of the 
Woodward & Tiernan Printing Co. said 
that his company made a bid on the 
work, but was urderbid by the Chicago 
house. Mr. Woodward said he regretted 
that St. Louis lost the contract, but- 
that his company was afforded every 
courtesy and opportunity by Manager 
Durant, and also by Mr. Von Hoffman, 
to get the contract. He verified Von 
Hoffman’s statement that he would let 
the contract to a St. Louis house at 10 
per cent higher figures than he could 
get it done elsewhere. Mr. Woodward 
said that he anu his two brothers de- 
cided not to join Von Hoffman in the 
telephone directory company, although 
it was upon their figures that Von Hoff- 
man got the contract from the Be'l com- 
pany. Von Hoffman's contract runs for 
five years.

WALSH BOUGHT 
RAILROAD WIC 
QWHED 3 TRANS 
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C. M. Forman Testifies Sheriff 
Had Them at Time of 
the Sale. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 10.—When the trial of 
John R. Walsh, the banker, was re- 
sumed today before United States Cir- 
cuit Judge b. A. Anderson, the Govern- 
ment was prevented from introducing 
evidence to show that Walsh loaned 
money to himself on stocks, the worth- 
less character of which had been made 
known to him by the refusal of the New 
York Stock Exchange to list them. 

Secretary Ely of the New York Stock 
Exchange enlightened the lawyers and 
spectators as to the method for placing 
market values on stock. Application is 
made by promoters for such valuation. 
The Stock Exchange investigates the 
property, prospects and earning - power 
of the company which issues the stock, 
and then computes its value. The price 
determined becomes the market quota- 
tion. 


Quarries Sold by Court. 

Dr. William L. Breyfogle testified that 
the Bedford stone quarries, on the bonds 
of which Walsh advanced $540,000, were 
sold by order of a court for $70,700. At 
that time $500,000 in first mortgage bonds 
were outstanding against the property. 

C. M. Forman of East S8t. Louis, 
former receiver of the Centralia &

acquired the road by advancing $190,000 
of the bank’s funds on $200,000 of the 
road’s certificates.

Immediately following Jan. i1. 1904, 
when Mosby and Goldman received the 
$500. the editorials favorable to Folk 
were of almost daily occurrence. Within 
a few days there appeared a number of 
these editorials, one of the principal

lt Ceveloped Tuesday that the Repub- 
lican politicians opposed to the reap- 
pointment of Postmaster Frank Wy- 
man are still trying to induce Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to name O. L. White- 
law as his successor by threatening to 
throw the Missouri delegation to the 
next national convention against Roose- 
velt or his choice for President in the 
event that he does not do as they de- 
sire. 

Republican politicians of St. Louis are 
not so enamored of Mr. Whitelaw that 
they are doing this. tather would they 
see Charles R. Graves appointed. But 
powerful influences are back of White- 
law, Which Graves could not combat, 
and he and his friends are now for 
Whitelaw. 

Wyman Is Centaend, 

But, despite all of this, Postmaster 
Wyman and his friends are hopeful, al- 
most confident, of his reappointment. 
They are gratified at the dispatch from 
Washington which says that President 
Roosevelt formally rejected the request 
of Congressmen Bartholdt, Coudrey and 
Caulfield that he name Whitelaw to suc- 
ceed Wyman. The President is quoted 
as telling therm that failure to reappoint 
Postmaster Wyman now would be con- 
strued as a reflection on his course in 
the troubles @f the St. Louis Postoffice 
with the E. G. Lewis Publishing Co. 

Louis P. Aloe, an officer of the Twen 
ty-eighth Ward Republican Club, one of 
the few party organizations that in- 
dorses Wyman for reappointment, said 
today: 

“It seems to me that the administra- 
tion will stultify itself if it does: not re- 
appoint Mr. Wyman. He has admin- 
istered his office along the lines laid 
down by Mr. Roosevelt. He has looked 
solely to the best interests of the serv- 
icé-in everything he has done. I feel 
certain he will be reappointed.”’ 

According to a frierd of Bartholdt, 
the Congressman's opposition to Wy- 
man origineted when the Postmaster 
reduced a friend of Bartholdt’s in the 
pestal service. 

“He lined up the other congressmen 
avainst Wyman then,” said this anti- 
Wyman man, “and Jeptna Howe, chair- 
man of the Republican “Sentral Camrit- 
tee, joined him without much urging. 
Howe i: oppcesed to Wyman because he 
thinks the Postmaster failed to receive 
his recominendations as to anpoint- 
ments with all the consideration they 
deserved. 

Shows the Records. 

“Wyman is charged by Howe and 
Bartholdt, too, with having too many 
Democrats in the service and with pro- 
moting Democrats over Republicans. A 
few months ago the Postmaster showed 
Bartholdt his record beeks to refute this 
allegation.’’ 

Bartholdt’s friends also said that Mis- 
souri Republican leaders are against

*But in the case of King Oscar, it mattered not 
how worthy and well beloved at home he was; to 
ojtsiders he was always the descendant of Ber- 
nddotte, the unscrupulous Field Marshal of the 
Einpire and the man who abandoned and betrayed 
hig chief. It must be that European royalty and 
alistocracy have never been quite reconciled to 
tlie presence on a throne near at hand of a man 
whose great-grandfather was a neasant and whose 
gneat-grandmother was the daughter of a shop- 
weeper. 

Envy, jealousy and false pride and the resent- 
ments which they engender ure made keener than 
ever when their object is a person of merit, and 
sich King Oscar undoubtedly was. As kings 
49 he was of commanding stature, physically, 
inmpntally and morally. He was a just monarch, 
#%* wise counselor and a cultured man. Many a 
Ptince of better family, so-called, would have 
been proud of his accomplishments and of his 
popularity. 

When Oscar’s grandfather was a fortune hunter, 
“century ago, strong and daring men were seek- 
igg¢ thrones, dominions and titles. Of late they 
ithve devoted their energies to the acquisition of 
Wealth and the power which wealth commands. 
'f heredity were conclusive, Oscar probably should 
have been a tyrant or a freebooter. Instead of 
heing either, he was a benevolent magistrate, a 
poet, a novelist, a musician, a scientist, a philan- 
thropist. 

»The other sceptered kings of Europe and the 
money kings of this and other lands may well 
profit by his example. His descent and his life 
show that men may be men, though born to the 
“urple—even a stolen purple, as in this case—and 
im the splendid fruition of his career we have 
proof of the natural kingship of millions not in 
may anciently anointed line.

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A GRIDIRON WEDGE. 

‘Apart from the paramount question of opening 
Porest Park ‘oa trolley gridiron, which the Art 
Museum trolley plan presents, there is the ques- 
tion of the effectiveness of the proposed line in 
the park for the object intended.

ST. LOUIS AND CHICAGO BANKING. 

Discreet local bankers are not responsible for 
the stupid publications repeatedly made in St. 
Louis since Saturday with refe ence to financial 
conditions here ss conipared with those of other 
Western cities. 

Banks in all of the large cities have had a 
trying experience of late, but there is reason to 
believe that they have acted for the best inter- 
ests of themselves and the various communities 
which they serve. It is hardly judicious to em- 
phasize the difficulties which all have experi- 
enced by attempting to convict a few of undue 
conservatism. 

In particular, the Post-Dispatch objects most 
emphatically to the effort repeatedly made here 
by newspapers speaking either from misinforma- 
tion or from unwise inspiration to show that 
St. Louis and New York have been and are “in 
ithe same situation” as respects the recent finan- 
cial dislocation. Nothing could be farther from 
the truth. 

There was no currency famine in any Western 
city until New York, adopting the expediency 
of issuing Clearing House checks, declined to 
pay the balances due Western banks in cash. If 
the West had been able to draw money from New 
York on demand there would have been no 
trouble here. 

It was more as a measure of self-protection, 
therefore, than as a necessary resort that, im- 
mediately on the suspension of currency pay- 
ments in New York, Western banks adopted 
the same policy. They stood ready then, and 
they stand ready now to resume cash payments 
in full whenever New York finds it convenient 
to do so. We cannot look for that until the pre- 
mium on currency disappears. 

In all of this difficulty, Western banks, those 
of St. Louis included, have done their best to 
strengthen their cash resources. They have pur- 
chased gold. They have taken out new circula- 
tion. They have restricted loans. By using a 
cdubious form of promises to pay through the 
Clearing Houses they have all, to that extent, 
“hoarded’”’ their true money. 

So far as comparisons between cities are con- 
cerned, the position of St. Louis is perfectly 
analogous to that of Chicago, except in one re- 
spect, and not at all to that of New York.. New 
York brought on the trouble by reckless spec- 
ulation in high-priced securities. Hoarding began 
there, not by banks, but by individuals, who 
saw trouble ahead and who knew that money 
would presently be worth more than its face. 

St. Louis and Chicago were in exactly the 
game position at the beginninj; of the trouble, 
crd the only difference between them that has 
arisen sinc3 then is that our Johnsmiths are not 
specifically secured, whereas the Chicago cash- 
iers’ checks which are in general circulation are 
protected by securities approved by and in the 
possession of the Clearing House. The record 
ot St. Louis would have been better if its shin- 
ple sters had been equally well based. 

In other respects the two citics stand together, 
both as to their freedom of responsibility for the 
panic and the measures which they took to resist 
it. Both secured and kept all the currency that 
they could, and we congratulate tnem both on 
the fact that, in the presence of dangers now 
happily passed, as is believed, they were able 
to fortify themselves so well.
